
Iconic Cobb a'disgrace' 
after resurfacing work 


LYME Regis councillors and res¬ 
idents have described tarmac 
patching on the iconic Cobb as 
“disgusting”, “vandalism” and an 
“appalling mess”. 

Tarmac has been used to repair areas 
of the grade I listed Cobb as a safety 
measure for several years, with the lat¬ 
est patching work sparking outrage. 

Local photographer Richard Austin 
posted a photo of the tarmac on social 
networking site Facebook, resulting in 
much criticism of Historic England and 
West Dorset District Council, which is 
responsible for the Cobb. 

Mr Austin said the latest patching 
added to the “already appalling mess 
the Cobb surface is in”. 

Calling for a member of the town 
council to take the problem on, he de¬ 
scribed it as a “ridiculous situation” 
and an “embarrassing mess”. 

Town, district and county councillor 
Daryl Turner agreed that the work was 
“awful” and said he would be follow¬ 
ing the issue up with West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

“I do not accept health and safety as 
an excuse; repairs in concrete could 
have been made on existing concrete 
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areas at little or no difference in cost,” 
he commented. 

“In addition we (WDDC) went 
through a process of identifying a num¬ 
ber of different solutions to repairs at 
considerable cost recently, none of 
which have been used. 

“To be frank, it’s a disgrace.” 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Council¬ 
lor Owen Lovell, noted that this was a 
long-running issue but pointed out that 
Lyme Regis’ seafront had had millions 
of pounds spent on it in recent years. 

He said: “No doubt this is another 
temporary fix to help make Cobb safer 
for public access. Yes, it has been going 
on and on and on since about 1987. 

“In the meantime we have had about 
£57-58 million spent on our seafront. 
We have been promised that we will 
get a scheme for the Cobb, which when 
last talked about will be between £3-5 
million.” 

But new town councillor Jeff Scowen 
commented: “Who on earth could sign 
something like this off? It’s vandalism. 
It needs to be dug up and correctly and 



aesthetically replaced ASAP.” 

East Devon councillor Ian Thomas, 
who lives on the border of Lyme and 
Uplyme, said: “What a mess, and this 
a grade 1 listed, iconic structure which 
defines an area and its economy... 
Other examples include the Palace of 
Westminster, York Minster, Tower 
Bridge and Blackpool Tower. Can’t 
imagine the floor of York Minster 
being patched up with tarmac.” 

Cllr John Russell, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s Environmental Protec¬ 


tion and Assets portfolio holder, said: 
“We have been instructed by Historic 
England that using tarmac is the best 
approach to make temporary repairs to 
the Cobb surfaces whilst a permanent 
solution is made. Tarmac reduces trip 
hazards and prevents rapid progression 
of damage. This method does not dam¬ 
age the structure.” 

WDDC spent some £184,000 in 
2014/15 on specialist stone masonry 
repair, partly grant funded, following

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Letwin to lead Brexit Unit after 
vote to leave European Union 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver Letwin will lead a govern¬ 
ment Brexit Unit, which will come up with options 
on how leaving the EU will work, after officials 
failed to make contingency plans in advance. 

He will have a “facilitative” role in the civil service 
unit, set up by David Cameron to prepare the way 
for Brexit and report findings in the autumn. 

The new unit was approved at a special cabinet 
meeting today (Monday, June 27th) as ministers met 
to discuss Britain voting to leave the European 
Union last week. 

The team will comprise of officials from the Treas¬ 
ury, Foreign Office and Cabinet Office who will 
present their options and advice to the new prime 
minister and cabinet when they are appointed in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The prime minister’s official spokeswoman said 
that the unit will not be making any decisions as they 
will be made by the new prime minister and new 
government. 

The leave campaign triumphed in the EU referen¬ 
dum last Friday (June 24th), with more people turn¬ 
ing out to vote than in last year’s general election. 

Brexit won with just 51.9 per cent of all votes cast 
as more than 30million people went to the polls 

The results of the EU referendum in West Dorset 
closely mirrored the national picture with 51 per cent 
voting to leave - 33,267 of the votes - and 49 per 
cent - 31,924 votes - opting to remain. 

Overall in the South West, 3,172,730 people came 
out to vote giving Brexit 52.6 per cent of the votes 
and remain 47.4 per cent. 

MP Oliver Letwin, who supported the remain cam¬ 
paign, said: “The electorate has made a decision. 

“The important thing now is for us all to come to¬ 
gether and work together in order to provide the best 
future for our people.” 

Prime minister David Cameron announced that he 
would step down in October following the result as 
he had pushed for the country to remain. He said 
“fresh leadership was needed” but he would “steady 
the ship” while he remained as PM. 

Ian Girling, chief executive of Dorset Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry (DCCI), said: “The country 
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has spoken and now we must look forward. 

“Whatever anyone’s political colours and given the 
implications of this decision and immediate conse¬ 
quences, it is clear there will now be legitimate con¬ 
cerns about the local and national economy in 
post-EU Britain. We also now face political uncer¬ 
tainty with the resignation of the PM. 

“The priority must be the economy and market sta¬ 
bility. Businesses will want to see a measured ap¬ 
proach from the government with clear guidance 


TOWN councillors have said they do not want to see 
any more clutter in the Bell Cliff area of Lyme 
Regis, and the area should be used for its original in¬ 
tention - as a viewpoint. 

Councillors have refused a request for further ta¬ 
bles and chairs at Bell Cliff and have agreed to get 
rid of the rotunda - a hexagonal advertising structure 
at the bottom of the steps used to promote Marine 
Theatre events - which was described as an “ob¬ 
struction”. 

Members of the Town Management Committee 
last week turned down a request from healthy food 
shop Dottie Kitchen for tables and chairs outside, 
similar to those already in place for the Bell Cliff 
Restaurant opposite. 

Councillors agreed there was not enough space and 
any more tables and chairs would create “major 
problems” with pedestrian access. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe added: “The first con¬ 
cern is that this is a unique viewpoint. I don’t want 
to see any tables or chairs put there that will obstruct 
the public’s ability to get there.” 

Councillors also complained that the shop cur¬ 
rently had too many A-boards outside its property, 
and that the Bell Cliff Restaurant had tied boards to 
the railings of the steps.

“DCCI will continue to 
share essential informa¬ 
tion with members about 
how decisions will affect 
them over the coming 
weeks, months and 
years. 

“As a non-partisan or¬ 
ganisation, DCCI will 
continue to lobby and represent Dorset businesses 
and its members’ interests at the highest level. 


Members then turned their attention to the entrance 
to Marine Parade, below Bell Cliff, and agreed to get 
rid of the rotunda advertising board. 

Council staff have been looking into who actually 
owns the structure - the council or theatre - but 
Councillor Stan Williams said: “It doesn’t matter 
who owns it, it’s our land and we have decided we 
don’t want it there.” 

Councillor Larcombe said the structure was “an 
obstruction and should never have been put there”. 

The council considered offering the Marine The¬ 
atre alternative advertising space in the area, but the 
Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell, said 
he would not like to see a noticeboard on the Bell 
Cliff wall, adding: “There’s enough junk in that area 
as it is.” 

Others agreed that the rotunda was in the wrong 
place and it was agreed to ask the theatre to remove 
it.

the storms of 2013/14, which caused consider¬ 
able damage to the surface of the Cobb. 

Phase V of the coastal protection scheme is 
expected to address the Cobb in respect of its 
aesthetics and structural integrity. However, 
David Brown, assets manager at West Dorset 
District Council, said this work "may be some 
years off and in part is dependant on an ongo¬ 
ing monitoring programme that has been car¬ 
ried out over many years and will be extended 
to include Laser Survey of the whole structure 
to predict large scale movement".

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Myrtle steps down from 
RNLI crew after 15 years 



A LIFEBOAT crewman 
has left the volunteer 
team in Lyme Regis after 
serving for 15 years. 

Martin “Myrtle” Croad, 

37, was at the helm of the 
lifeboat for five years and 
served a total of 15 years, 
but recently moved to 
Seaton with wife Kerry 
and their children 
Bradley, 3, and Phoebe, 7, 
which meant he had to 
leave the lifeboat crew. 

Martin (pictured) said: 

“I leave with mixed feel¬ 
ings. They are a great 
bunch at the lifeboat station, a terrific team who all 
pull together when it really matters. 

“No two shouts are ever exactly the same, and it’s 
going to feel very strange not putting my pager on my 
belt in the morning and keeping it close by all through 
the night. 

“My family have been fantastic. I have left food on 
the table when my pager sounded the alarm, and I 
even left clothes at the launderette on one occasion.” 

Martin joined the crew after going through a trau¬ 
matic experience. He was aboard a fishing boat whose 
crew found a body. Afterwards he found difficulty in 
going back to sea, but after encouragement from 


friends at the lifeboat station he applied to join the 
RNLI crew. 

In 2007 he broke his wrist rescuing a man from the 
sea. The RNLI wrote a letter of thanks for “answering 
an emergency well above the call of duty”. 

Martin was also a member of the Lyme Regis RNLI 
flood rescue team. 

And that nickname? 

“There was a local radio station that featured an old 
lady called Myrtle Haybaler. Members of the crew 
heard her. I had a farming background and somehow 
the name of Myrtle just stuck. If anyone calls me Mar¬ 
tin I know I am in trouble,” said Martin... er Myrtle.

PLANS have now been 
finalised for this year's 
Lifeboat Week in Lyme 
Regis, thought to be the 
44th consecutive year of 
the event in the town. 

The detailed pro¬ 
gramme will be pub¬ 
lished towards the end 
of this month, and de¬ 
spite the absence of the 
Red Arrows - which are 
instead coming the pre¬ 
vious week on July 21 st 
- organisers are promis¬

Another four days of 
bus strikes announced 


Bus services in west Dorset are set to be disrupted fur¬ 
ther as four days of strikes has again been announced 
by First Dorset as drivers protest over pay for a third 
week. 

As well as drivers striking on Wednesday, June 29th, 
Friday July 1st and Sunday, July 3rd this week, they 
will also strike on Monday, July 4th, Wednesday, July 
6th, Friday, July 8th and Sunday, July 10th. 

Unite, the union representing the bus divers, has also 
notified First Dorset that its members will be ‘working 
to rule’ from Monday, July 4th. 

Marc Reddy, managing director of First Dorset, said 
that the notification of further industrial action was set 
to damage the local economy, significantly impacting 
on the long term ability of First Dorset to grow its busi¬ 
ness. 

He said: “The union’s reckless action to hold further 
strikes is designed to cause as much damage to our 
business as possible and it is done so without any con¬ 
sideration for our customers, or the future of the com¬ 
pany as a whole. 

“Union officials also appear to have little regard for 
the damage they are causing to the local economy, 
much of which is seasonal and which relies on visitors 
being able to get out and about to shops and leisure at¬ 
tractions. 

“Ultimately, this extended action will have an impact 
on the affordability of any pay settlement that is finally 
negotiated. Therefore, this action is not only completely 
unnecessary, it is also counterproductive. 

“The only way to resolve this dispute is through ne¬ 
gotiation, but disappointingly, the union has chosen not 
to engage in discussions with us and to date it has re¬ 
fused to go to ACAS [an organisation that works to re¬ 
solve employment disputes] for a formal attribution 
settlement. 

“Going to ACAS means that industrial action would 
have to be suspended for the talks, but the union will 
not go. Instead, they seem more content to disrupt the 
ordinary, hardworking people of Weymouth and Brid- 
port than to negotiate a fair and reasonable settlement 


for their members. This is hugely disappointing. 

“I would urge the union once again to get back to the 
negotiating table so that we can resolve this dispute as 
soon as possible and spare our customers any further 
inconvenience.” 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning said: “We have 
reached the ’stuck record’ stage. I get emails from the 
management saying we should talk, but there is never 
any hint of an improved offer to eradicate the pay dis¬ 
parities across the First Bus ’family’ in the West Coun¬ 
try. 

“We understand that local shops and businesses are 
being hit by the strikes - our members don’t take this 
action lightly, but they are fed up with being the ’poor 
pay relations' and with the point blank refusal of man¬ 
agement to rectify these pay anomalies, despite seven 
months of talks. 

“Unite does not want the Weymouth and Bridport 
economies to suffer as the holiday season gets into full 
swing. Local shops should put pressure on the bus com¬ 
pany to get around the table for constructive talks. We 
are ready for talks at any time, any place." 

Services running during strike days include: 
Service X51 (Dorchester to Bridport and Axminster): 
Operating hourly between 07.00 and 19.00. 

Service X53 (Weymouth to Bridport and Axminster): 
A limited service will operate between Weymouth and 
Bridport only, on an hourly basis between 07.00 and 
19.00. 

Services not running include: 

Service X52 (Bridport/Lyme Regis to Exeter): Cus¬ 
tomers wanting to travel to Exeter can catch a X51 
service to Axminster Railway Station and take a train 
from there.

1916.

JOHN (JACK) PRING CHAMPION 
Private, 2nd Battalion, Canadian Mounted 
Rifles, British Columbia Regiment 
Service No. 107151 

Born November 15th 1893 in Aldershot, 
Hampshire, and died June 30th 1916 in Leicester 

John Champion was a rancher in Canada and had pre¬ 
viously served with 4th Battalion (Territorial), De¬ 
vonshire Regiment, before emigrating. He enlisted at 
Victoria, British Columbia, on December 8th 1914. 

His Regiment was part of the 8th Canadian Infantry 
Brigade which took part in the Battle of Mount Sorrel 
from June 2nd to 13th 1916. He was probably 
wounded during the battle and evacuated to 5th 
Northern General Hospital in Leicester. 

Son of Mrs Elizabeth Champion, of Ivy Cottage, 
Harcombe, Uplyme, he is buried at Welford Road 
Cemetery, Leicester, screen wall 01.271 and is com¬ 
memorated on the Uplyme and Monkton Wyld war 
memorials. He is also commemorated in the Cana¬ 
dian First World War Book of Remembrance, page 
65. 

SIDNEY GEORGE FREDERICK 
HOARE 

Private, 14th (Service) Battalion, Hampshire 
Regiment, Service No. 12763 
Born in 1893 in St Germans, Cornwall, and died 
June 30th 1916 in Loos, France 

Before enlisting Sidney Hoare was an apprentice gro¬ 
cer in Lyme Regis and enlisted in Portsmouth. His 
battalion landed in France on March 6th 1916 and on 
April 14th 1916 they were put into the trenches at 
Givenchy. 

He was killed at the Battle of Richenbourg l’Avoue, 
also known as the Battle of the Boar’s Head. This was 
a diversionary attack prior to the Somme offensive 
the following day. 

Son of Mr Frederick W. R. Hoare, a former coast¬ 
guard at Lyme Regis, and Ada Hoare of 79 Westover 
Road, Copnor, Portsmouth, he has no known grave 
and is commemorated on the Loos Memorial, France, 
panel 73. He is also commemorated on the Lyme 
Regis war memorials in the parish church and in the 
town. He lived at 18a Mill Green, Lyme Regis. 

Battle of the Somme 1st July 1916 

At 7.30am on July 1st 1916 whistles blew along a 14- 
mile stretch of the Western Front, from Serre in the 
north to Maricourt in the south, as a signal for 
100,000 troops to go over the top. This was the start 
of the Battle of the Somme. 

A battle that is better known for the casualty figures 
of 57,470 on the first day, of which 19,240 of those 
casualties would never see their homes again. The 
battle would continue for 141 days costing 419,654 
British and Commonwealth lives. 

Some of the objectives that were set for the first day,

like Serre being taken, were never met, and Beau¬ 
mont Hamel did not fall to the British until the final 
day in mid-November. 

Many men from Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
area fought and died serving in the numerous regi¬ 
ments that took part in this, one of the longest battles 
of the Western Front campaign involving British and 
Commonwealth troops. But today we remember 
those who gave their lives on the first day: 

EDWARD CHANDOS ELLIOTT 
CHAMBERS 

Second Lieutenant, A Company, 19th Battalion, 
Lancashire Fusiliers 

Born April 4th 1896 at Aliwal North, Cape 
Province, South Africa, and died July 1st 1916 in 
Somme, France 

The only son of Richard Edward Elliot Chambers and 
Edith Frances Chambers of Lyme Regis and Foster- 
stown, County Meath, Ireland, he is buried in Bouz- 
incourt Communal Cemetery, France, extension 
1 .A. 13. He is also commemorated on the Lyme Regis 
war memorials in the parish church and in the town. 
He lived at Woodmead Lodge, Woodmead Road. 

WILLIAM GEORGE HOOK 
Private, 1st Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment 
Service No. 318734 

Born February 13th 1885 in Lyme Regis and 
died July 1st 1916 in Somme, France 

Son of Eliza Holmes of 9 Coombe Street, Lyme 
Regis, he has no known grave and is commemorated 
on the Theipval Memorial, France, pier and face 7B 
and also on the Lyme Regis war memorials in the 
parish church and in the town. 

GEORGE COX 

Private, 1st Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment 
Service No. 15754 

Born in 1896 in Charmouth and died July 1st 
1916 in Somme, France 

Son of Robert and Elizabeth Cox of Axminster Road, 
Charmouth, he is buried in Blighty Valley Cemetery, 
Authuille Wood, France, grave I.C.l and is commem¬ 
orated on the Charmouth war memorial. 

LEONARD MANLEY 
Private, 9th Battalion, Devonshire Regiment 
Service No. 16806 

Born in 1895 in Chillington, Somerset and died 
on July 1st 1916 in Somme, France 

The son of William and Phyllis Manley, of Rousdon, 
he has no known grave and is commemorated on the 
Thiepval Memorial, France, pier and face 1C and also 
on the Axmouth memorial. 

HENRY JOHN BENNETT HUMPHREY 
Private, 9th Battalion, Devonshire Regiment 
Service No. 20016 

Born in 1886 in Axmouth and died July 1st 1916 
in Somme, France 

Son of William H. and Sarah A. Humphrey of Stepps 
Terrace, Axmouth, he is buried at Dantzig Alley 
British Cemetery, Mametz, France, grave V.J.I. and 
is commemorated on the Axmouth memorial.

At least the fashions are changing! 

Lyme Matters 


by Philip Evans 



A N interesting debate 
on Facebook last 
week over whether at¬ 
tempts to “change” Lyme 
Regis should be given 
greater priority. 

Ah, that word “change”, the most 
difficult thing to manage and the 
most unpopular to deliver. 

Countless management books 
have been written on the subject, 
none of which ever got me closer to 
introducing far reaching changes, 
either in business or when I was a 
local councillor with total success. 

As the town’s youngest mayor in 
1984,1 took office with high hopes 
of introducing changes that I 


WHEN Lyme Regis Town Council de¬ 
cided to spend £6,400 on installing 
audio recording equipment in the 
Guildhall, I thought it was a total 
waste of public money. 

Before every meeting the public are 
advised that the proceedings will be 
filmed and recorded. When the council 
go into secret session, which they 
often do (far more often than other 
local councils), the equipment is 
turned off so the councillors can say 
what they like without us knowing 
about it. 

The protocol for filming and record¬ 
ing meetings is included in the coun¬ 
cil's standing orders (their rules). 
Anyone who wants to listen to the 
recording or see the councillors in ac- 


thought would benefit the town. 
None of them worked and I soon 
came to the conclusion that very 
few people wanted Lyme to change 
to any great degree. 

Having covered the events of this 
town on and off for 50 years or 
more, I suppose I have witnessed 
what changes have taken place - 


tion can request a copy of the debate. 

My advice? Don't bother. The quality 
is pitiful. Only a handful of people have 
taken advantage of listening to the 
recordings. As I say, a waste of public 
money. 

We started recording proceedings 
during the life of the last council when 
one councillor claimed "to be speaking 
on behalf of the townspeople". We re¬ 
ported the statement only for the 
councillor, who clearly did not have 
the mandate to speak for all the peo¬ 
ple, to deny saying it. 

So we invested in the equipment to 
record all meetings so councillors 
could not challenge our interpretation. 
We bought a cheap recording device, 
cost £12. It works perfectly and picks 


not all of them for the good. 

The biggest I suppose was the re¬ 
modelling of the main beach with 
the import of thousand of tons of 
shingle to protect the properties 
from those gigantic gales we all 
rushed to see, which threatened 
the houses on the seafront. 

It was a solution that undoubt- 


up every voice in the council chamber. 
Of course, it does not film the meet¬ 
ings but who the hell has time to 
watch a council meeting? 

The present council decided to in¬ 
stall the equipment to prove their 
commitment to openness and fairness. 
If that is the case, why do they turn off 
the equipment when they meet be¬ 
hind closed doors? 

This week the council will be review¬ 
ing this policy with a report to council¬ 
lors drawing attention to the poor 
quality of their equipment. One sug¬ 
gestion is to sell the equipment for be¬ 
tween £500 and £1,000. 

The loss of that £5,000 would have 
kept the Woodmead Halls toilets open. 


edly worked but there were many 
locals - still are - who did not like 
the new look. 

Shortly before my mother died at 
94, I wheeled her down to the 
seafront to see the new beach. She 
hated it and said she did not want 
to see it again. It was not the Lyme 
she knew and loved. 

Lyme has been tremendously 
lucky that £50milllion has been 
spent on stabilising the town with 
another few million earmarked for 
the Cobb, not before time if the hor¬ 
rible tarmac patching on our great¬ 
est asset is anything to go by. 

The need or otherwise to change 
Lyme has come to the fore again 
with the election of Jeff Scowen to 
the council, a man overflowing 
with new ideas. 

He’s already - predictably - had a 
few put downs from the longer- 
serving members of the council, ad¬ 
vising him to find out the full facts 
before coming up with ideas which 
the council has considered and very 
often rejected before. 

I was interested in his view that 
CCTV should be introduced in 
Lyme following a couple of break- 
ins at local shops. That’s an old 
chestnut as far as the council is 
concerned but digital technology 
has advanced so much in recent 
years that perhaps it should be 
looked at again. All new councillors 
should be cut a bit of slack. They 
can’t expect to know everything 
that has gone before them. 

Jeff doesn’t look like your average 
councillor. His bleached surfer 
hairstyle and colourful outfits 


make him stand out in a crowd - 
especially in the Guildhall, a place 
rarely visited by the followers of 
fashion. That’s why I was tickled 
to learn that he drove down to Ex¬ 
eter last week especially to buy a 
suit, shirt and tie to look the part 
before his declaration of accept¬ 
ance of office. He even had his 
photo taken for posterity with all 
the male members of the council. 

Where were the ladies? As if I 
didn’t know... 

■ THE day after Roy Hodgson was ap¬ 
pointed to be England manager on 
£3.5million a year, he and his wife vis¬ 
ited Lyme Regis. 

It is said that Lyme is one of their 
favourite places. 

I tracked him down and took a photo 
of him strolling along the Cart Road 
with a promise that, if he agreed, I 
would leave him alone for the week¬ 
end. Which I did. I later saw them look¬ 
ing at houses for sale in an estate 
agents window. 

In a delightful juxtaposition of cir¬ 
cumstances, I just wonder whether Mr 
and Mrs Hodgson might not visit Lyme 
again at the end of this week. 

When I caught up with him four years 
ago I asked him to sign a copy of my 
paper to auction at the football club 
dinner, which was being held that 
night. He refused, saying I might put it 
up on eBay and make a fortune. 

Judging by the mauling Mr Hodgson 
has received in the press this week 
after England's humiliating exit from 
the Euros, I wonder what his response 
would be if I find him again pondering 
his future on Lyme's seafront?

RUNNERS will once again descend 
on Charmouth for the most southerly- 
fell race in England.

It also funds the schools unique 
Beach School programme - on shore 
learning sessions that enable children 
to enjoy activities away from a class¬ 
room environment, such as identify¬ 
ing plants, rock pooling, shelter 
building, cooking, geography and 
palaeontology.

This is normally for two reasons: one because 
they are selling it because they're skint, and the 
other because they've had it for a very long 
time, it has a fantastic family story and they 
want to know whether the stories about it are 
true or not.

I think it found me rather than I found it. To be 
honest, if I gave you a list of things I'm rubbish 
at, we'd be here all afternoon. Everyone's good 
at something; sometimes that skill is useless, 
and sometimes you turn out to be Andy Mur¬ 
ray and the skill is very useful. But for me, it's 
always been this, from a very early age.

We were asked to authenticate a pair of cuf¬ 
flinks that Neil Armstrong had owned, he'd re¬ 
ceived them from the then President of the 
United States, Richard Nixon.This guy's grand¬ 
dad had been given them by Armstrong be¬ 
cause he was a chef at one of the presidential 
dinners for astronauts. He'd told the story for 
many, many years and was a bit of a celebrity 
because of it. 

WOW... 

Yeah. He held his grandfather in high esteem, 
so even though these cufflinks, if real, could be 
worth half a million pounds, it was more about 
the sentimental side and carrying on the re¬ 
spect for his grandfather's fabulous history. He 
brought them to us and started talking about 
his grandfather, and he was in tears. It made 
great telly, but he also genuinely adored this 
man, so we had a difficult thing of finding 
out the truth, but also being very delicate 
about delivering any information.

A SIDE from the next paragraph, I 
wrote this column a week ago, 
before the referendum result. 

So we’re to leave the EU. I’m disappointed. But 
it’s not the result that most disturbs me. Why? Be¬ 
cause even more significant is the trail of wreck¬ 
age left in the wake of this irresponsible 
referendum, while regret at the outcome is sur¬ 
passed by foreboding about the long-term dam¬ 
age done by the campaign to the way we conduct 
democracy. 

Of all that damage, the loss of an exceptional 
woman is most stark and mournful: for once, the 
term ‘tragedy’ is apt. Who can think of that sunny 
smile, of the compassion and commitment and 
courage behind it, of the two small children, of 
her husband, her family and friends and col¬ 
leagues, without tears - for the suffering, for the 
waste of life and talent and promise? 

The likes of Nigel Farage bristle at suggestions 
of Jo Cox’s death being connected with the ref¬ 
erendum campaign. No link can be proved one 
way or the other. But anyone not naive about 
human nature, or not willfully evading the point, 
knows the balance of probability. Just ask our¬ 
selves. Had there been no referendum, how likely 
is it that Jo Cox MP would still be with us? Strong 
possibility. Had the campaign not so often been 
conducted in a crass and personally vicious way, 
how likely is it that she would have died that day, 
in that way? Very doubtful. 

Some say that suggesting a connection between 
the referendum and Jo Cox’s murder is to smear 
those voting ‘Leave’ as being little better than the 
killer. What nonsense - it’s no such thing. It’s 
clearly probable that the behaviour of both sides

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created an atmosphere giving some sort of licence 
or trigger, in a disturbed mind, to extreme violence. 
The connection is not through particular individuals 
or sides, but the mood. Those, on both sides, who 
created that mood - and there were many who did 
not sink so low - should question themselves. 

Words matter; the tone of their utterance matters 
even more. Months of poisonous bad-mouthing and 
emotive exaggeration, of arguing not with reason 
but by personal denigration and abuse, of using the 
language of warfare - these act like water on a 
stone; and some stones are made of weak material. 
Those pouring the water should beware of what it 
may do. 

What else is left behind? The party of government, 
where we should look for measured and far-seeing 
leadership in our troubled times, is broken apart in¬ 
tellectually, emotionally and morally, its leading fig¬ 
ures divided and diminished. The main opposition 
party has failed to find a coherent, persuasive posi¬ 
tion on the great issue of the day. Both weaknesses 
will damage our parliamentary democracy. 

And well-functioning parliamentary democracy is 
vital when one legacy of the referendum is a country 
now so distinctly divided (not least between young 
and old): the inevitable result of any referendum, 
particularly one going to the heart of our identity, as 


a nation and as individuals. 

General elections are softer-edged. Nobody can 
be sure on which of many issues election results 
actually turn. Another will come five years later. 
Many people may not get the constituency MP 
they want yet still have the government they pre¬ 
fer, or vice-versa. The outcome often produces 
useful compromises - if not a coalition between 
parties, then horse-trading within them. Thus a 
general election is not ruthlessly divisive. 

Hard pill to swallow 

But a referendum produces a win or lose for 
every voter. Whoever has listened well and 
thought hard knows that a conscientious vote may 
be as nothing: their view comprehensively, prob¬ 
ably for ever, rejected. That’s a hard pill to swal¬ 
low. Reconciling the losers to gracious 
acceptance, while continuing spiritedly to meet the 
many urgent, long-neglected, entirely home-made 
problems affecting our future, will demand matu¬ 
rity and magnanimity that has recently been in 
such short supply among politicians. 

That’s why the referendum campaign also casts 
two long shadows ahead: the quality of leadership, 
and the way we discuss important democratic is¬ 
sues. 

Cameron and Johnson, to take but two leaders, 
share not just their schooling but a rootless shal¬ 
lowness - speaking and acting as the moment sug¬ 
gests, shifting positions to suit immediate 
pressures rather than in pursuit of considered, far- 
seeing public goals. Lest that sound party-preju¬ 
diced, Tony Blair was the first modern exponent 
of this value-free, empty vessel style, performing 
the role of leader rather than being one. Empty 
vessels don’t just make most noise; they proclaim 
‘passion’ as a substitute for steady thought. Our 


affairs need at their head politicians of substance, 
principle, integrity, judgement and guts - people 
like Jo Cox, with her normal background and 
home-town education, with her instinct to bring 
people together, not to drive them apart. 

Many, let’s still hope most, politicians are like 
her: not cynically reducing public debate to sound¬ 
bites and slogans; not decrying expertise and ped¬ 
dling conspiracy theories; not exaggerating, 
distorting and replacing serious analysis with pub¬ 
licity stunts. What does it say about us, that lead¬ 
ing politicians so debase themselves because they 
believe it works? 

And if it works, that owes much to its amplifi¬ 
cation in the media, which loves melodrama and 
personalities. The heavily-regulated broadcast 
media, required to show ‘balance’, are easily ex¬ 
ploited: a lie cannot be contradicted by the broad¬ 
caster, but only by allowing the ‘other side’ to do 
so - thus enabling the originator to re-energise the 
lie as ‘balance’. Meanwhile, the barely-regulated 
newspapers gleefully become participants and 
campaigners, purveying more fiction than news, 
more hysteria than sense. 

Let’s have no more referendums. Over many 
centuries we’ve hammered out a workable system 
of representative democracy. It’s absurd that, as 
the issues involved in governing ourselves become 
ever more complicated and generally impossible 
to discuss in binary terms, we’ve three times since 
2010 resorted to a referendum. Look at the USA, 
fast becoming a binary society, its government 
gridlocked, where an American observer recently 
despaired that “nobody listens any more”. Is that 
what we want?

AS I write this our country, as well as the rest of the 
world, is beginning to consider the consequences of 
the result of the ELF referendum.

Authentic Christian¬ 
ity declares the availability of a personal peace in any 
circumstance; a peace that mysteriously guards a per¬ 
son’s heart and mind. I say authentic because over the 
years I’ve come to suspect there is a lot of ‘Christian¬ 
ity’ that doesn’t really represent Jesus. 

If we are in a season of breaking new territory why 
not check out the activities in your local churches. 
And local churches let’s make sure we practice au¬ 
thentic Christianity for any who might come in!

YOU ONLY need to ask this 
year's Glastonbury goers to 
find out that a festival tends to 
involve a lot of long toilet 
queues, shoddily assembled 
sleeping arrangements, and 
an incomprehensible amount 
of mud, writes Harry Bui I more. 

However, this Saturday, July 
2nd, B Sharp's Big Mix Festival 
looks to break this tradition. It 
will provide the opportunity 
to hear quality, local musi¬ 
cians, without requiring you to 
march through fields of water¬ 
logged marshes. 

Taking place at the Marine Theatre, Theatre Square 
and Gun Cliff Walk, Lyme Regis, the event offers family 
friendly fun from 2pm until 1 am, with attractions rang¬ 
ing from great music to precision fire breathing. 

The festival itself is split into two parts. Between 2pm 
and 6pm, the event will take place outside the Marine 
Theatre. Admission into the festival site is free, but do¬ 
nations that will support the local music charity, B 
Sharp, are welcomed. 

This outdoor event boasts an array of local, young, 
musical talent, including members of the charity's 
weekly sessions in Lyme Regis. During the afternoon 
there will be an acoustic area with local guest musi¬ 
cians sharing their vibe through a full-on, high-grade 
sound system. 

DJ Will Lister, who has just released his debut record, 
'Phantom EP'. Lister is originally from Lyme Regis, and 
is a product of B Sharp's weekly sessions. Asked about 
his experience working with the charity, he said, "B 
Sharp has undoubtedly helped me with my develop¬ 
ment as a musician ...

that I wouldn't be able to

A Ridgeway Inspired 
Visual Art Exhibition 


A BRAND new art exhibition inspired by the South 
Dorset Ridgeway and commissioned by Artsreach 
has been touring throughout Dorset this summer 
and will visit two final venues in July, accompa¬ 
nied by some exciting traditional craft workshops 
for adults and families to enjoy. 

Stretching parallel to the coast, from Broadmayne 
in the east to Kingston Russell in the west, is a broad 
ridge of chalky downland, capped by acid gravels 
at Black Down, known as the South Dorset Ridge¬ 
way. With a steep escarpment on the south and a 
gently sloping landscape to the north, some 14 
square miles within this landscape area feature at 
least 500 earthworks, showing evidence of man's 
occupation of the land since prehistoric times. 

Featuring commissioned works from six local 
and national artists, plus brand new music by ris¬ 
ing folk stars Ninebarrow, 'Field Days' officially 
opened in Litton Cheney at the beginning of April 
and was accompanied by leatherwork and willow 
weaving workshops. Following a time at Walford 
Mill Craft Centre in East Dorset, the exhibition 
moves back to West Dorset in July where it will be 
on display at Martinstown Village Hall from July 
9th-1 Oth, and finally at The Kingcombe Centre in 
Toller Porcorum from July 22nd-24th. 

Artists Dan Bendel, Sarah Butterworth, Isla 
Chaney, Tessa Farmer, Susan Kinley and Amanda 
Wallwork have each created the Field Days exhibits 
in a variety of mediums, from mirrors, light boxes 
and paintings, to carvings, cartoons and sculp¬ 
tures, each responding to the archaeology, geol¬ 
ogy and ancient myths and legends of the South 
Dorset Ridgeway. As part of the Field Days project, 
award winning folk duo Ninebarrow have also 
written and recorded three new contemporary 
songs inspired by the area, which will be available 
to hear at the exhibition. A selection of works by 
Bill Crumbleholme, a potter with a passion for an¬ 
cient pottery and Neolithic and Bronze Age tech¬ 
niques, will be displayed alongside the exhibition. 

Alongside the exhibition at Martinstown, the An¬ 
cient Wessex Network bring The History Village to 
the village green from 11 am-4pm on Saturday, July 
9th. Visitors can enter the ancient village and see a 
huge variety of authentic and traditional activity, 
plus have a go at a variety of crafts including beaker 
pottery, bronze casting, Faience bead and Viking 
jewellery making. Then at the Kingcombe Centre, 
Dr Simon Timberlake of Cambridge Archaeology 
Unit will lead workshops in Tin & Copper Smelting 
on July 23rd and Bronze Casting on July 24th.

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5 TIPS FOR ALTERNATIVE HEATING SYSTEMS 


1. HEAT pumps are one environmentally 
friendly way to heat your home. Ground or air 
source heat pumps are most popular, as water 
source heat pumps aren't practical unless you 
have a lake, river or stream in your garden. 
Ground source heat pumps extract warmth 
from the earth and use it to heat your home 
or hot water. The (above-ground) pump is 
connected to a series of pipes (the ground 
loop) buried in the garden and can be used all 
year round, although you may need a back-up 
heating system in winter. 

2. Air source heat pumps take heat from the 
air outside and use it indoors. They're either 
air-to-air pumps, which produce warm (and 
also cool) air and circulate it through fans, or 
air-to-water pumps, which supply your 
home's (wet) central heating system. Air 
source heat pumps can be less effective when 
it's colder than -5C, so another form of heating 
again may be necessary in winter. 

3. If your home is heated by radiators, they 
won't get as hot with a heat pump as they 
would with a boiler - you'll need to have them 
on for longer or replace them with more pow¬ 
erful ones. The perfect partner for a heat 
pump is wet underfloor heating because both 
work at lower temperatures, but this type of 
underfloor heating isn't particularly easy to 
retrofit. 

4. Biomass boilers are another eco heating 
option, ideal if you want to reduce your car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions and have access to a 
regular supply of wood. These boilers burn 
wood chips, pellets or logs and can be used 
for central heating and hot water. The Energy 
Saving Trust (www.energysavingtrust.org.uk) 
says that an automatically fed pellet boiler for 
an average home costs £9,000-£21,000, in¬ 
cluding installation, so it's not cheap. How¬ 
ever, if you replace an older gas heating

system with a biomass system, you could save 
up to £360 a year, or up to £990 a year com¬ 
pared to an old electric heating system, ac¬ 
cording to the Trust. 

5. If you want to generate your own electric¬ 
ity and have a sunny roof or wall, solar photo¬ 
voltaic panels are worth considering, but you 
could fit solar thermal panels, which heatyour 
home's water, instead. According to the En¬ 
ergy Saving Trust, installing a typical solar 
water-heating system costs around £3,000- 
£5,000, but the savings you make will be mod¬ 
erate. As well as the solar panels, you'll need a 
boiler or immersion heater to give you addi¬ 
tional hot water and sometimes make the 
water heated by the panels hotter, especially 
in winter. You may also have to change your 
boiler and hot-water cylinder to ones compat¬ 
ible with the panels.

DESPITE a finel 1th place finish in 
the recent Pirelli Carlisle Historic

saw them spin three times as Ire¬ 
land adjusted to the additional ca¬ 
pacity, but still did not increase the 
straight line speed. 

To make matters worse, a misun¬ 
derstanding regarding the race 
notes for the final stage 7 Cefn Lll- 
wydlo meant that Ireland had to 
drive the second half of the stage 
by memory, and still only dropped 
three seconds. 

In the end they finished 19th 
overall out of 113 starters and 
fourth in their D3 class. 

Scadding said: "It was difficult 
going into the rally without having 
a real chance to check the modifi¬ 
cations out, but there is an advan¬ 
tage which we need to adjust

Blake progressing 
after heel injury 

PAUL BLAKE celebrated 
his selection for the Sep¬ 
tember’s Paralympics in 
Rio last week by confirm¬ 
ing that his niggling heel 
injury has virtually disap¬ 
peared to the point that he 
was running a 200m race 
at Exeter last night. 

“It’s great news; it’s pretty 
well healed up now.” 

Blake, the IPC World 
champion and double Lon¬ 
don 2012 Paralympic 
medallist, has been trou¬ 
bled by plantar fasciitis 
and was due to receive ex¬ 
tracorporeal shock-wave 
therapy last week, but it 
was decided that the 
process could delay his re¬ 
turn to fitness even longer, 
and instead was prescribed 
anti-inflammatory tablets 
which appear to have done 
the trick. 

“The swelling has gone 
down, and although it has¬ 
n’t cured the injury com¬ 
pletely, it is 90 per cent 
better. I began training 
again last Friday with a 
fairly intense session and I 
felt no pain after it, which 
is really good. 

“The race at Exeter is 
over 200m just to get the 
legs moving a bit. I just 
want to get back to running 
now.” 

It is a huge confidence 
boost for Blake who hails 
from Charlton Down. 

As the T36 800m gold 
medal winner in Doha last 
autumn, he was one of the 
first 13 names for Rio 
when they were an¬ 
nounced last Wednesday 
and has been buoyed by re¬ 
sults from the IPC Euro¬ 
pean Championships held 
in Grosseto, Italy recently 
where his two biggest ri¬ 
vals were below their best. 

Russian Evgenii Shvet- 
cov won both the 400m 
and 800m but both times 
were slower than Blake’s 
best, with fellow Russian 
Artem Areftev finishing 
behind him.
